connection with charges of uttering a forged instrument. Four b7c 
such charges had been filed and all involved the alleged use 
of a stolen credit card to purchase tires from Tulsa service 
stations. In an article in the July 20, 1964, issue of the 
Tulsa Tribune, it' is stated that BLUEJACKET'S bonds on all' 
charges pending against, him totaled $42,500 and he has been 
able to post only $27,500. It stated bail consisted of 
$10,000 on a fugitive warrant from Minnesota, $5000 on a charge 
of concealing stolen proi pl |ll . $5000 on uttering a forged 
instrument, and $7500 ea®SI|| three other charges of uttering 
a forged instrument. Thd^wiicealing stolen property charge 
involved a diamond and sapphire ring taken in a burglary in /
